SITUATION AS OF 1715 EDT, 04/10/94 

• (U) The last convoy arrived at Embassy Bujumbura at 
1712 EDT. Ambassador Rawson is in the Chancery. He 
spoke to Amb. Render and Rwanda Desk officer Kevin Alston 
and reported that the situation in Rwanda is as bad as it 
has ever been, and described the country as being 
-awfully torn up." (Rawson/Render and Rawson/Aiston 
telcons) . 

• (U) Embassy Kigali officers made a sortie around 
Kigali before the convoy departed to pick up missionaries 
whom they had not be^able to reach by phone or radio. 
Some joined the convoy and others opted to wait for the 
Belgian evacuation flights on April 11. One of the 

hissing Ametcan families reported in Sitrep 23, the 
Muellers, is safe in Bujumbura. (Kigali Consular Officer 
Laura Lane (now in Bujumbura)/TFRW01 telcon) . 

• (U) President Clinton spoke with Ambassador Rawson at 
1738 EDT. AF Assistant Secretary George Moose spoke with 
Ambassador Rawson shortly afterward.
